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either electric light or power, or both, not only to such ity
or village and its inhabitants but also to persons, firms, corpora-
tions, dwellings or places of business outside the boundaries of
such city or village by means of a line or lines or poles and wires
extended outside of or into said boundaries.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

or subdivision thereof, or any territory or possession of the
United States, or the United States government as income, excess
profits or war profits taxes. * * *

(Section 1087Tm—4) (h) Taxes upon the property or business
from which the income hereby taxed 18 derived paid by such
persons during the year other than inheritance taxes, including
therein taxes imposed by the United States government as in-
come, excess profits and war profils taxes. * * *
